Saturday 
when his automobile was struck 
by a speeding Western Ohio trac 
tlon car in front of his home on 
the

- Musser's body was hurled clear 


of his demolished automobile onto 
the front yard of His -home, a dis- 
tance of 30 feet from the grade 
crossing leading north across the 
tracks from the highway. Musser 
was dead when picked up by Mo- 
torman Jesse Blackburn and Con- 
ductor Rupert Hell in-the pres- 
ence of the man's family, attract- 
ed by the, crash. 
One leg was severed below the 


knee and the other was shattered 
and severe internal Injuries and 
fractures resulted in the attor- 
ney's death, the coroner's inquest 
revealed Saturday nltht shortly 
after the tragedy.

Quiet Reigns After Hundreds are Disarmed—Klan 


And Flaming Circle Members Well "Heeled" and 


Ready for General Battle, Officer Reports 


Residents Rejoice When Military Arrives and Placfll 


Town Under Martial Law-—Danger of Rioting 


Is Believed to Have Been Passed 


MLES, Ohio — (By Associated Press)' — State mlllU* 


patrolling the streets of Niles tonight arrived just in time to 
prevent a "regular massacre" as members of the KB Khtt 
Klan and Knights of the Flaming Circle clashed hem today. 


Tho the city was comparatively quiet tonight, a casual- 


ty list of about a dozen wounded, some seriously, tells th« 
tale of one'of the worst days in the city's history. 


Neither the Klan nor flaming circle attempted t» parade. 
Sporadic outbreaks of shooting between the rival fae* 


ttons were occurring almost momentarily until 3 p. tn., when 
the first company of national guardsmen arrived on UM 
scene and placed the city under military control.

reported to Adjutant General Frank D. Henderson tonight 
that had the troops been «n hour later in arriving he wag of
